pounds. To save freight on the raw 
material and -at the saine time afford^ 
work for skilled labor a plant was 
shipped by wagons to Washington, 
where there was water power adapted 
to manufacturing- purposes. The plant 
hatl originally been 'brought across the 
plains by ox .-team, and was set up at 
first in Salt Late City, but had; notbeen 
used much for lack of cotton. 


Since it was first established the mill 


has been run. regularly, supporting a 
number of families and forming the 
center of a very interesting industrial 
commu-nity. The resources of the coun- 
try are- necessarily limited, and com- 
munication with the outer world isdiffi- 
-cult. The present manager is Thomas 
Judd.. He has been, a Mormon mission- 
ary in 'England, he was for a longtime 
bishop of one of the wards in St. George, 
his home town, andheis a partner in a 
large mercantile firm, manager of a sil- 
ver mine and mill at Silver Keef, and 
owner of a. big ranch on the Rio Virgen, 


To dispose of the cotton and woolen 


goods made at Washington, Sir. Judd 
has found it necessary to take anything 
in payment that is offered. The man 
who wants overalls or towels or sheet- 
ing or cotton bagging may come from 
r.way down on the Muddy in hottest 
Nevada, a hundred miles away. 
He 


may bring rock salt to trade, or butter 
and eggs or dried fruit. He may come 
from across the Arizona line and bring 
lumber from the forests that fringe the 
grand 
canyon 
of 
the 
Colorado. 


Wherever the customer comes from and 
whatever he brings he is accommo- 
dated. Possibly $1,000 in cash passes 
thtTdoor of the mill in a year, 'but Mr. 
Judd declares that the total is not more 
than that. The cotton batting manu- 
factured is sent to the big cooperative 
store belonging to the church in Salt 
Lake and brings cash or its equivalent 
in merchandise credits.' 
Outside of 


that the expenses are met without the 
passing of a dollar. 


Pay day furnishes one of the novel- 


ties of a 'lifetime to the visitor. 
The 


cashier, who' is also bookkeeper, time- 
keeper and paymaster, takes Jus place 
in a warehouse adjoining the mill. 
When, the time comes for closing on 
Saturday evening the men, women and 
girls file into the warehouse. • Each 
operative cheeks up the time credited 
for the week's work and makes his 
wants known. 
The groceries, meat, 


butter, eggs and sundries are weighed 
and measured out and charged as an 
offset against the credit for work. Gen- 
erally the balance is in favor of the 
workman, and generally the balance is 
allowed, to accumulate until the em- 
ploye needs it: Then if it happens the 
mill cannot supply the creditor employe 
with the things he -wontsmost, an order 
on the big store in St. George is given 
and the account is squared. If the em- 
ploye is about to be married and' needs 
furniture for a house and lumber for 
the construction of his home, he gets 
an order for his furniture and lumber. 
I* he wants to buy -a piece of ground, 
he can always find somebody who will 
trade ground for mill orders. His doc- 
tor will -accept the orders in payment 
for services, but that is an exceptional 
thing, for the primitive Mormons, those 
who hove not been affected by Gentile 
associations, rarely call in a physician 
for anything except surgical cases, i 
They still believe in the laying on of 
hands and anointing with consecrated 
oil as a cure for all the ills flesh is heir 
to.—IT. Y. Sun.

ANOTHER F.EBT SUGAR FACTOR"* 


W. A. Olarge, the Montana mining 


millionaire, has purchased the Curtis 
property near Los AngeleF, comprising 
8,000 acre?, for $400,000, on which he in- 
tends to erect a beet sugar factory. 
There is money iu tbe business of rais- 
ing sugar beets and converting them 
into sugar. 
Every sugar factory in 


California has been purchased by the 
sugar tiast, which practically oontrolH 
not only all the sugar manufactured 
in the United States, but also all the 
sugar imported into the "United States, 


Nevada is said to 
be peculiarly 


adapted to tbe growth of the sugar 
beet. Tests made at tbe Experiment 
Station show that the beets produced 
m this State contain a larger percent- 
age of saccharine matter than those 
grown in California, Utah or Nebraska, 
in each and all of which States there 
are sugar factories in success!nl oper- 
ation, while in Nevada there are none 
Why is this? 
There must be some 


cause for it. 
Nevada has the soil and 


the climate. 
It has cheap lands in 


fertile valleys near the railroads, yet 
no one with capital enough to engage 
in the manufacture of 
beet sugar 


builds a factory in the State. 
Cannot 


something be done by onr citizens to 
attract capital in this direction ? We 
have here on the Trnckee. within a 
stone's throw of the railroad, as fine 
water power as there is on the coast 
This power is not utilized for any pur- 
pose. 
The men who made millions in 


the State went elsewhere to invest 
those millions and the few rich men 
who remain in the State prefer to loan 
their money to enterprising men, who 
can give them good security, to invest 
ing in any enterprise in which there 
are any elements of uncertainty, bow 
ever much it might benefit the com 
inanity. 
We have rich soil, a gooc 


cliumte, abundance of water, if stored 
in the spring, to irrigate large areas o 
land, suitable sites for reservoirs, but 
no one with sufficient energy, enter- 
prise and capital to bring water and 
land together. 


As our people, that is those who have 


made money in Nevada, will not risk 
any money in developing the agricul 
tural resources of tbe State, let oar in- 
fluential men, our Senators and Bepre* 
sentative endeavor to get outside capi- 
tal interested in Nevada and help the 
State oat of the rut in which it has 
besn for years. 
A sugsr factory at 


Lovelocks, in Carson Valley, Mason 
Valley or m any one of a number of 
available places that could be named, 
would attract attention to Nevada as a 
sugar producing State and once the 
eyes of capital are directed here and 
see the greaf possibilities of oar Jbtate, 
the prospects of large dividends on 
judicious investments, if nothing more, 
will induce them to engage in enter- 
prises which cannot fail to be profit- 
able. 


EVEBBODY who can get awav is said 


to be leaving St. Michaels, and only the 
troops recently sent there and the 
agents of the commercial companies 
will winter there. 
The captains of 


schooners are bringing back returning 
prospectors for the actual cost of the 
food which they eat as simply an act of 
charity.

Neighborly. 


Rich Gilt* and Much Money for the 


Poor Are Among the Neces- 


•nrlei—A Story. In 


Line.

Though Emperor William II. has not 


gone to Russia on his $3,000,000 special 
train this year, his trip is as costly and 
splendid as on former occasions of the 
kind. He has taken, a fleet of ten men- 
of-war with Mm, besides the usual 
throng of secretaries, officers and ser- 
vants, numbering all told some 150 
men. 


In his strong box, which is a part of 


his bag-gage on every trip to the court 
of a foreign sovereign, he carries $200,- 
000 of presents — brooches, gemmed 
snuff boxes, rings, watches, diadems, 
and less pretentious trinkets for less 
pretentious persons. About $30,000 in 
cash is taken along, as the poor of the 
Eussian capital must have their con- 
ventional gratuity of $5,000 or $6,000, 
the men aboard the German ships must; 
have their "drink money" on the days 
of greatest rejoicings, and gold pieces 
must be scattered lavishly among the 
hundred and one servants and petty 
officials who come ia contact hourly 
with the imperial party. As may be 
seen from this incomplete list of the 
emperor's present expenses, it is a 
costly thing to be an emperor abroad 
in Europe

the items of the naval demonstrations, 
military le^iews, illuminations, garden 
parties and household accommodations 
included, it is estimated that the czar 
must spend <Tn<- $40,000 a day to en- 
tertain his Pi uancoTisin.

Of the 
$100,000 traveling expenses allowed 
Felix Faure by tne French chambers 
he will give $6,000 to the poor of Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg, $5,000 to the 
officers he takes with him and the Rus- 
sians viho do him services that merit 
gratuities. The grand reception at the 
French embassy in St. Petersburg will 
cost $8,000. The two hoi ses to be given 
the czar have cost him $2,000, and 
"drink money" for the men of the Ihi- 
puy de Lome, in -nhich he will sail to 
CronstvH, vull svi allow up $1,500 more. 


The French newspapers say that the 


prospect of all this splendor in. the Rus- 
sian capital has turned Faure's head, 
and they maliciously mention him nowa- 
days as Felix I. They tell a story to 
illustrate his growing consciousness of 
his own importance. A minister re- 
cently telephoned his regrets to Presi- 
dent Faure a few minutes before the 
hour set for a cabinet dinner. The next 
day tha master of ceremonies at the 
Elysee called upon the minister, drew a 
long face, and announced that he had 
an important communication from, the 
president to the minister. He then pro- 
ceeded to dwell upon the impropriety 
bf a minister telephoning regrets to the 
chief magistrate of the great French 
people. "The president requests em- 
phatically," he said, in conclusion, "that 
hereafter you observe the etiquette of 
the Elysee by comimmicating with him 
only by letter when it is impossible for 
you tp communicate with him in per- 
son."

in bed with gout at the tame But he 
is from the south, of France, and when

Valne of Bnblo. 


"To the question: 
'Which, is the 


most valuable precious stone?' nin« 
people out of every ten, at least, will, 
without tlic slightest hesitation, reply: 
'The duimo ci,' " baid a dealer in gems. 
"But the value 01 a good-sized diamond 
cannot aipproach that of a ruby of the 
correct color and similar dimensions. 


"The worth of small rubies — stones 


that are of less thaa a, carat— is, if any- 
thing, rather less thsuii that of diamonds 
of a like description, but the rare oc- 
currence of large specimens of that 
dark carmine fint which is looked upon 
as the sine qua non of a perfect ruby 
causes the value of these gems to in- 
crease in a far greater proportion than 
in the case of diamonds. Bubies weigh- 
ing more than, four carats are so ex- 
ceptional that when a perfect one of 
flvo carats Is brought to the market 
it will command ten times as high a 
sum as a diamond of the same weight, 
while iubie-5 of six carats, without crack 
or flaw, and of the proper color, would, 
in all probability, bring as high a price 
as $5,000 per carat, or 15 times as muxsh 
as a diamond of like size and faultless- 
ness 


"All over the east rubies are regarded 


with the greatest possible favor, and 
so it has been from tbe earliest times 
of which v.ehincan.j iccoul. The finest 
specimens .ire found in. Burmah, and 
from time m, 
i - uil it has been, a 


law of that country that all rubies of 
above a certain si^e are the property of 
the king, whoeier may have been for- 
tunate enough to find them. It is 
thought to thii, daj there are concealed 
'in Burmah, among the treasures which 
the British invasion caused to be hid- 
den away, rubies, of far greater size 
aaicl value than any which have up to 
now been seen either in> Europe or this 
country.

"The law which gave fine rubies to 


the ruler ol the land has undoubted- 
ly caused the destruction in modern 
times of many magnificent specimens 
ol this gem, tor the finders of larger 
stones than usual have, whenever the 
opportunity was favorable, broken 
them into fragments, each weighing less 
than a carat, to insure themselves the 
possession of several rubies incompara- 
bly less valuable, it «s true, than th« 
original in which they were once 
united, but still their own instead of 
the king's." — Washington Star.
